Claim 12 recites, inter alia: 

« a first display portion for displaying said input of non- 
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negotiable values . . . ; 

a second display portion for displaying said input of 

negotiable values ... ." 
Shavit et al., Wagner, and Silverman fail to teach or suggest these two display portions, with 
one displaying input of non-negotiable values and the other displaying input of negotiable values. 
While user interfaces exist for trading systems (for example, as shown in Figure 19 of Wagner), the 
mere existence of these interfaces does not teach or suggest the above-identified display portions. 
To this end, Applicants respectfully submit that the above-identified references fail to teach or 
suggest the invention as claimed in claim 12. The other claims are believed allowable for at least 
these reasons. 

Applicant submits all claims are now allowable. If any questions remain, the Examiner is 
invited to contact the undersigned to further prosecution.
